"Why all this ahootinc of dogs 
supposed to be madT" asked a prom- 
inei»t phyvician this moming. ' 
haven't picked up The Sun any day 
this week that I haven't noticed ot 
a mad dog being shot. Ton any two 
were tliot this morning, and yet I'll 
venture to say that there bar* not 
been a dosen genuine mad dogs in 
I'aducah in 10 years. A case of hy 
drophobia is rar^ but the number of 
times dogs that have b««n shot In the 
last ten days from having this dis 
ease, makes a profoaslonal man du-, 
blous about the oorrectneM of the 
report. 

"You ask what is the matter with 
the dogs, that they certainly set 
queerly and frequently bite persons. 
Nothing in the world in nine cases 
out of ten, but a spell of irritation 
on the part of the dog. Do you know 
of any animal that has to stand as 
much nagging as a dog? Children 
abuse them and grown folks think 
they are never wesrled by play. A 
dog gets tired of playing, the weather 
is hot, but the nagging goes on Just 
the same. Is it any wonder that he 
sometimes gets irritated ai>d monrta^ 
to his natural means of defense — a 
bite? In our relations with dogp we 
rarely take notice when they are 
sick, unless they are so sick they 
can't move, and you know how 
quarrelsome a person is when he Is 
half sick. Why can't we suppose 
that a dog has some characteristics 
of other animals, and instead of 
shooting one every time he Isn't nor- 
mal or bites somebody, use a little 
common Judgment in the case? Do 
we shoot a horse that gets irritated 
and bites somebody?

III. 11 ;i Is iiiii'erly or biles r.omebody, 
is mad. and innst be shot forlliwith. 
.\sk aii.vbody you know how many 
persons he can remember of having 
died from a mad do^ I'iie and you 
will fliiil how rare i . a i.'iil case of 
the r.ibies. There is tl.ai po|uilar 
conceit about mad-slnnes and other 
fak<'s that are ii liuioiisly clung to 
by the great mass of the people I 
look forward to the time v.heii we 
ahull be more railoii.il in this mat- 
ter,"

The difference of eleven 
pence Is paid for flavor, and flavor 
alone. Peyslologlcally, It is iiosslble 
that a "brandy and 4oda" costing say 
one Ehllltng Is Just as satisfactory as 
a "pint" of obampaitne at Ave shlllT 
inga. Similarly it may be said that 
n pint of beer at sixpence Is quite as 
good, diatetlcally vpeaking, as a 
.^mall bottle of Clhateau Margeaux at 
throe shillings and sixpence. 

There are, however, clearly In- 
stances in which In no sense can the 
nutritive equivalent Of food and bev- 
erages be mimmed ^p In ao many 
potUKls, ahHIlngs and pence. How 
often Is It found, for example, that 
the InvaHd may be tempted to take a 
few oysters In preference to a small 
beef nUet, or some turtle nonp when 
calves' head, the l>aslBof mock turtle, 
WDuld scarcely appeal to him, even 
although It may be more than equal 
in nutritive value to the only reptile 
used to any extent as food In this 
country. When » iiereon refus** to 
take a given food, however nutritive 
and wholesome it may be, because It 
is not tempting to the sight or the 
pvtate It is in many Inatan^es prob- 
ible that If he struggles to overcome 
his tastMlousuess such food may 
prove to tax his digestive functions 
and may even cause gastric trouble.
